the neceſſity of outward diſtinttions ( for how 0- 
therwiſc ſhall the Soueraigne bee knowne from the 
ſubie&,or one worthy ſubie& from another > & my 
hope is that no man will be ſo ſuper-paradoxall, as 
todeny a ſubordination in nature among men, and 
differences of degrees,and ſtates, as there are of vſe, 
and merit)by that Netwrall light diſpoſeth of thoſe 
ſhapes which imaginationtendreth for vſcfull , and 
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that alſo with ſome Analogy berweene the qua ty 


ofthe perſon bearing , andthe enſigne borne. For 
when weetalke of Barbarous nations, no.man of 
any iudgement- depriues them of their reſonable 
part,though they want elegancie,and ciuillformes, 
or knowledges. This therefore being a matter fal- 
ling neceſſarily into commonſenſe, and vie;/hee 
were very vaimindefull of the honout of ourcrea- 
tion,who ſhold imagine that any people(how bru- 
tiſh ſocuer) could be without enſignement, & ſene- 
yall cxternall notes, andthole alſo ( out of the ſame 
naturall ground) not wanting the Analogy, and 
proportion whereof wee formerly ſpake. Which 
wee may gather by the names _ the ſauage 
Inp1ans,thoſe of their Princes, and peers being 
found to bearelofty ſignifications, bur the vulgar 
not ſo. And ſo farre forth doth nature inſtru&t men 
to be obſeruant hereof, that the very Cantsars(An- 
thropophages , or Men-eaters of Amsnca)are cal- 
led among theſelues by the names of cruel beaſtes. 
Hence it is that you ſhall not truely read, or heare, 
that among any barbarous , the Lions skin, or like 
ſpoiles of the nobler creatures, arethe indument of 
an ordinary groomezor that euery.common ſoldier 
doth weare ſuch feather , colour, or other diſtin&ti- 
on with thoſe of prime quality. So,H or a 7 x Ov- 
TINA ( interpreted ( Ithinke) King of Kings) in 
F:oR1D a waspaintedred, and nonebuthe were 
ſo coloured, ſauc onely ſomeſuch choyſe young 
ſoldiers as were of principall agility. Common 
ſenſe tells the rudeſt nations, that names of high 
ſignifica»

the world, lamp of glorie,or as of ther Gods them- 
ſclues, as was vſcdin Mexico, where all the noble 
had denomination of ſome one, or other of their 
Idols)do no way ſort with a worthlefle groundline, 
or ignoble companion.But of this(as a ſecret foun- 
taine of true Armories, and notthe leaſt myſtery 
in the wiſdome of nature,taught vs in Sunnleliced 
Phileſophie , in which the marrer of armes is truely 
comprehended) clſewhere.

deduce our armories from their Hieraricall hgures, 
orfacred ſculprures , chough it be farre otherwite: 
Yet iSitnotto be denied that ſoine Armories haue 
beene cucn copyed by Hicrogrammes, or coyned 
out of them,8& armories indecd,as wel as,or rather 
thenImpreſes ought to taſte of them, tor that they 
are mute bodies only without any Mort, or Word: 
to enſpirit them. The famous tranſhgurations 'of 
Prortevs King of A51pr , were not fained vppon 
other ground(witneſle all Mythologers ) then his 
frequent ſhifting of creſtes , and ma nes of Ma- 
ieſty. Nor was it ſingular in him, f7 as SvIDas 
writes)Gtry on was fabled to haue three heads, for 
that hee wore three cr:ſtes. Bur the Arzicans in 
generall had painted ſheilds,and by a proper name 
called cetre, as the Amazonian were named pete.

Very lately in Baxzaxy a white ſkarcrow was 
jnoughto ſtart an Emperour from his imperiall 
eat,and make him to flye. Thus it hapned. In the 
ate famous furies of that country berweene the 
three brethren, Hamer Bosowxt their couſin made 
head for him-ſelfe,and drew toward Maxocco or 
Moxvecos the principal citty,not far from from 
which, Azpe1.a lay in camp,from whence a fellow 
deing ſeen vppon an hil with a ſpear in his hand,

Azptrathought Hanes Bosonnxt to bee at hand

Haue the »hite of a.delicate 
face,and the blackneſſeof a Nnc ro alike admit- 
tance to our eye?or allowancein the minde?VVhar 
innumerable affeions are raiſed: in the ſoule by 
colours, all admirers of beauty cantell , andI ſee 
not whatthe pride of life is more ambitious in,or 
ſtudious for, witnefſe the maruaylous valuationg 
of pearle,and ſtone ( chiefly forthe various ſhing 
ofiheir colors.their luſter,or water as they cal it) 
pompe of cloathes,the ornament of building,and 
innumerable orher:All which are vnto the blind 
worth nothing indeed , but to thoſe who haue 
the vſe of ſight ,'a maine cauſe why they deſire to 
live and bee. 

Symbolical philoſophy will teach vs wonders 
concerning theſe,and other maters. Who dares 
inTvsx1s weare greene , the colour of M a« 
HOMET , butthe Svi Taxhim-ſelfe,or thoſe of 
his bloud?He that hadliued when red,and whetein 
the like-colourd roſes were fatall to the royall fa- 
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milies of Exc 1axp , would hauc beene very loath 
to. hauc encountred with his contrary colour vp- 
pon diſaduantage. #79:te., and black long harra- 
{cd ſome parts of Ir ats in the tamous fattions of 
B-axc+1 , and Nex1. It was but onely a falſe 
feare which Commixes in his eighth book writes 
that his Fxenca were put into [ow white ban- 
ner of a principall Leader of theirs., .the fame ha- 
uing beene vſed by the Margves of Manrtva their 
enemic. The particular preference which is gi- 
uen to this, or that colour,aboue the reſt by ſeue- 
rall perſons, how, or whence doth it. come-? That 
there is a nattonall as well as a.perſonal teſpe& 
cannot be deny'd , and colours rather then other 
are vulgarly appropriated to ſpecial.vſes., as ſym- 
bolical to them,ſo far forth as akinde of .ſuperſti- 
tion'is. growne vpponthe auoyding., for you ſhal 
ſeldome ſee a Bridegroome wed in yellow, or a for- 
ſaken Lover walken b/ew. To mourne in black is 
as nationall a cuſtome,as for the graue, andciuil 
to go therein. VVho ſees not what a religion 
there is,as it were, in the vie of colours? At a 
Saint Geoxces feaſt,atilr,or triumph no man will 
uſurpe his Maieſties knowne colours,ye/low & red. 
Is there a gratious ſeruant in Court who will 
dareto mount any other Colour into his har, 
then that which his Lady , and Miſtreſſe beſt ap- 
roues, and vſcth?There is ſcarce any Nobleper- 
fon who doth nor affe& one colour, and prefer it 
before another in his fanſic,though him-ſelfe can 
render no reaſon for it. : F 
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In the marſhalling of armerial celonrs ewo confi! 
derations thertore I recommend vnto you : The 
firſt is as they are colours naturally , the ſecond as. 
they be of eſtimation in relpeC of things repreſen- 
ted. Inthe firſt conſideration white, and back are 
by all che more learned , — vppon as chiefe: 
So Praro,fſo AxrsroTtLE, fo toconclude, all Phy- 
ſiologers teach ; ButI teach not you with Ivi1vs
